Halverson said there ware 
“some’ symptoms” of Mafia-; 
type ' techniques in Hoffa’s 
July 30 disappearance. Other 
sources close to the investiga- 
tion said Detroit Mafia ~ Don 
Anthony (Tony Jack) Giacal- 
one “set- up” Hoffa for the 
fateful luncheon date from 
which he did not return. 

From the beginning, Hoffa 
has been quoted as- telling his 
wife and friends he planned to 
meet Giacalone, a longtime as- 
sociate, and two other men at 
the Machus Red Fox restau- 
rant in suburban Bloomfield 


township. Hoffa disappeared 
from the restaurant parking 
lot that afternoon. 

Giacalone has a solid albi 
with a masseur at the South- 
field, Mich., Athletic Club, 
some miles away, for that 
time, and has steadfastly de- 
nied making such an appoint- 
ment— as have the other two 
men named. He has gone to 
Florida and indicated he will 
not talk further unless subpoe- 
naed by a federal grand jury 
— if then.
